Similarly, God has called us to be "transformed" as Disciples of Christ. I know that churches sometimes invest a lot of time and 
effort creating fancy mission statements that often create more yawns than excitement, but I personally believe that all churches 
have the same mission: to "make disciples of all nations." As much as we want to be good stewards of the beautiful building 
and property that God has entrusted to us, even more we want to good stewards of the treasure of disciples the Holy Spirit has 
called and gathered here. Beautiful buildings come and go, so we pray that we might stay focused on making disciples. 

While all churches have the same mission; what differs are the gifts given to do ministry. Our Steve &Tom are off to college 
and in the process of identifying their gifts and passions. Similarly as a church, I believe that we've accurately identified our core 
values and that most visitors can spot them readily: "To be a church that is; 1) Bible-centered, 2) prayer-centered, 3) worship- 
centered with an inspirational blend, 4) Kid-friendly, 5) Visitor-friendly, 6) A model of the Priesthood of believers, 7) A model of 
first-fruits giving.'That's us, don't you think? 
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2) On our fall budgeting process & staff needs...Our church budget is probably somewhat similar to your family budget — 
we can't always get everything we want! Nevertheless, we do want to staff for the growth God has blessed us with. As I men- 
tioned a couple of months ago, several of you have asked, " When are we going to get another pastor? " Some day, no doubt-but, 
perhaps first we might want to explore the possibility of a lay minister ("Pastoral Associate?") that might have some theological 
training, plus some of the managerial business skills that we need. As you can imagine, increasingly I find myself managing staff 
and addressing building policies and concerns and schedules — and falling behind on pastoral care and visitation of potential 
members and preparation for preaching. As you know, good staff usually ends up paying for itself. In that regard, please give our 
staff a pat on the back — we have been SO blessed! Once again we pray that the Holy Spirit would lead and guide us that we 
might be faithful to God's plan and purpose for our church. 



Speaking of staff needs, a special thank you to retired pastors Todd &Tyger Penson who have generously offered to volunteer in 
the areas of new member assimilation and ministry to "absent" members — both challenging areas for most churches. I believe 
that there is a direct connection between pastoral care and worship attendance, and through the years 
whenever I've noticed a "plateau" in attendance, almost always that has meant that our"telecare" ministry has 
been lacking. As much as I sometimes worry about "bugging" people with multiple phone messages; many 
times I've been thanked that the church "calls & cares."Quite frankly, not a lot of people are 
comfortable with "telecare" ministry, so I really believe Todd &Tyger are an answer to prayer 
in that regard! 



3) On our Fall Stewardship Campaign...Once again, we have the opportunity to make 
a faithful response to a God who has given us everything we have with our"Estimate 
of Giving" cards. We've been blessed with a number of "tithers" in our church — people 
who give at least 1 0% of their income to various charitable causes. If you're not there 
yet, one simple way to grow in your giving is by increasing it 1 % (of your total annual 
income) each year. I invite you to have a plan for growing in your giving because over 
and over, I've observed that churches and individuals who simply give the "leftovers" of 
the income. ..usually don't have much "left over." We hope we're setting a good example as 
a congregation by "giving away"the first 20% of our offerings (hopefully 21% for 2007!!!) to 
various outreach ministries, and certainly we have found that in putting "others"first, God 
has been more than generous in providing for our needs as a congregation. 




The really good news is that we have a lot of youth and families counting on our faith response. 
What each one of us does will make a difference here and beyond our walls. Again, the first 20% 
of Faith Community's income goes to ministry beyond our walls and we hope to continue 
growing that percentage each year. May it be said of us that we saw the need of our 
young people and neighbors, opened our hearts to them and showed our love to oth- 
ers in our action of giving with great generosity. 

Please take time to pray about your faith response. Acknowledging God as the owner 
of all that you have been given, I invite you to come, share your gifts and make a 
difference in the name of Jesus Christ.

On this page today, let me share three aspects of the 
life of our church that are particularly attracting my 
attention and enthusiasm in these wonderful days of 
autumn. 

First, I want to thank the many people who have 
shown interest in my Sunday School class on the 
history of the Christian Church as the work of the 
Holy Spirit. I first wrote this course on a sabbatical in 
1 990, but I have revised it to some extent every time 
I have taught it, partly because I keep seeing more 
and more contemporary relevance to the study of 
Christian history. Much of what is happening today 
can be clarified and optimized by knowing some- 
thing of what God has taught his Church in the past, 
as it dealt with similar situations. 

The interest that so many people in our congrega- 
tion have shown in this subject encourages me 
greatly. Again, I want to thank you for your response. 

Secondly, in a very different area, it is time to of- 
fer another opportunity for what I call a Grow- 
ing through Grief Group. We will be having four 
sessions, on each of the fourThursday evenings 
in October. "Growing through Grief" is designed 
primarily for people who are currently dealing with 
losses from the deaths of people close to them. We'll 
be sharing insights in what to expect in grieving, 
and how to handle various aspects of grief. However, 
our purpose is more than informational. We will also 
seek to be truly supportive to one another in the 
painful process of enduring losses, so that we can 
actually grow through them. There is encourage- 
ment to be given, and hope to fill us, even in life's 
wrenching griefs.

Doug Johnson, a native of Longmont who lived in 
Turkey for many years, will be one of our leaders. We are 
very fortunate to have him with us, along with a native 
Turkish guide. I'm delighted that Pastor Dan and Cindy 
will be going with us too. On the trip, I'll be providing 
commentary on the Biblical and historical significance of 
many of the places we'll be visiting. This is going to be a 
fantastic journey. I can hardly wait! If you'd like to come 
with us, please let me know.

Fast! Fast! Fast! Does everything at Faith Community Lutheran grow fast? It certainly seems that way if you've 
been sitting in the sanctuary on Sunday morning or trying to find a shady spot at the early summer service or 
spent much time shelving books in the library. 

Once upon a time... all good stories start that way... a small library was available in the 'old' narthex. When 
construction of the new sanctuary began, the books took refuge from dust and busy builders in unused space in 
Roy and Lois Ward's home. An online library catalog program arrived and processing of the library began. When 
construction was completed (or temporarily paused!), Room 1 01 became the new library in September 2003. 
Gifts from members and friends plus purchases of new and colorful literature for children and current Christian 
fiction and nonfiction for adults kept the library committee cataloging and processing books and media every 
month. Such additions, including the popular VCR collection previously housed in the SS area, rapidly enriched 
and expanded the ability of the church library to provide for the needs and interests of the congregation. At the 
dedication of the new educational facilities in February, visitors could browse through two light and lovely rooms 
(225,227) that now serve FCLC readers.

He is working diligently on 
connecting the senior high students of FCLC with adults for the purposes of intentional mentoring relationships. 
I thought this would be a great place for Terry to share a little bit about why he thinks this ministry is important. 
Here is what he said: 

"MY PARENTS ARE IDIOTS!" 

At least that's what I thought when I was in High School. My Dad was embarrassing, he wore goofy clothes, he made 
comments in public that were quite embarrassing for me at that time. I thought I was humiliated beyond recognition when 
he attended a dinner hosted by the International Relations Club at my school. (OK, so I was a little bit of a nerd at the 
time, but hey; all the cool kids were in IRC.) 

At that time, there wasn't a formal mentor program like we have here at FCLC. But I really had a good relationship 
with my friend, Mr. Johnson, who happened to be my Sunday School teacher. I remember talking to him about stuff after 
class, and I know that he was praying for me during that time. He didn't ever take sides between me and my parents, he 
was level headed about things that came up, and I know that he cared about me. 

This sort of help was just what I needed when I was learning about who I was and what I wanted to be. Now that I 
look back at it, I find that I had many "mentors" in my life, all along the way. But I will always remember the way that I 
could talk to Mr. Johnson, and especially that I had another adult person that would listen to me that was not a parent. 

Now, you too can be enriched with the presence of a caring adult person in your life; that is NOT your parent. We 
have a mentor program that matches you with an adult. NOT another PARENT, but somebody that is cool. Please 
contact me, Terry Schemmel, to find out more.
